A committee appointed by the 
statewide Fish and Game De¬ 
velopment Association has de¬ 
cided in its majority report that 
striped bass and shad shouldn't 
be used for commercial purposes 
except for a period of three 
months during the heavy shad 
season. The minority report 
recommends the immediate dis¬ 
continuance of the sale of striped 
bass. 

All of which boils down to 
the point that the fish and game 
moguls figure the time isn't ripe 
yet to curtail any incomes, but 
that sooner or later the game 
fish of the seas must be protec¬ 
ted for sportsmen. They think 
that as the number of fishermen 
increases more anglers will turn 
from fresh water to deep sea 
fishing. That there is much truth 
in this, is demonstrated by the 
fact that although this village is 
near to mountain trout streams 
there are certainly more folks 
who go down to the South beaches 
to fish than go back into the 
hills. 

The Fish and Game association 
doesn’t stop with striped bass, 
however, ft preaches a doctrine 
of inviolate State game sanctu¬ 
aries. We agree that every form 
of California wild-life, from mi¬ 
gratory waterfowl to coyotes 
should have havens in which they 
may breed. California is one of 
the few states in the Union 
which still has a good portion of 
wilderness and God's country left 
within its borders. And now, al¬ 
though wide areas are being con¬ 
verted into tin-can Uttered 'parks' 
by an excess of highways, there 
still is the opportunity to pre¬ 
serve streams well stocked with 
fish, and forests bountiful in 
game. 

"More fish and game in Cali¬ 
fornia” is the association's slo¬ 
gan. More power to 'em.

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The programs, while differing 
radically in many particulars, all 
recognize the fact that govern¬ 
ment has become top-heavy and 
must undergo major reductions 
They disagree, however, in the 
degree of economy proposed ant! 
in the manner of achieving it. 

There is also general agree¬ 
ment, for the most part, that 
something must be done about 
“fixed charges,’ ’either through 
curtailment or their abolition to 
bring all appropriations under 
control of the Legislature. 

With increasing indications that 
the Legislature or the administra¬ 
tion will be forced to get addi¬ 
tional revenues somewhere, the 
greatest difference of opinion Is 
on the simple yet difficult ques¬ 
tion: “Who shall pay?” 

In the answer to that question 
agriculture has more at stake

NEW INCOME TAX HITS 
MANY NEW SUBJECTS 
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Galen H. Welch, Collector ot 
Internal Revenue, said yesterday 
that under the new Income Tax 
Law the Act of 1932, thousands 
of persons will be liable for fil¬ 
ing income tax returns who have 
not had to do so in the past. 
This is because the exemption for 
married persons and heads of 
families has been reduced from 
$3500 to $2500, and for single 
persons from $1500 to $1000. The
